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THE ORNITHOLOGICAL PUZZLE. ( 
Death of a Thousand Dollar Bird=Starte | 
ling Conversational Powers. 

Jack, the nondescript, one that bas sorely 
puzzled the greatest ornithologists cf Amer- 
ica, and for which the sum of $1,000 has fre- 
quently been offered and refused, died on | 
Thursday at the residence of its owner, Capt. | 
Frederic Perkins, Brooklyn. He wasa re. | 
markable linguist, and, although of Oriental 
nativity. spoke English with great fluency. 
A Christian Chinaman, one of thousands of | 
people that visited the bird, said that he was | 
of agenusrarein the Celestial empire, but } 
that specimens had been infrequently seen | 
within about ten miles of Canton, and he at- 
tributed to it many of the characteristics of 
the American starling. His breast and back 
was ofa beautiful drab or dove color, the 
wings and tail of rich velvety black tipped 
with white, the head surmounted with a tuft 
of black hair jike feathers; legs and bill yel- 
tow; long, sharp talons, like those of a hawk, | 
and a sraal), vicious gray eve of peculiar 
shape. He wasthesize ofa kingfisuer. Many 
fancied that be was a Pagoda mynah (Te- 
@enuchus pagodarum), but the best authori 
ties repudiated the suggestion. Capt. Perkins 
received the following from Professor J. B. 
Holden, of the Central park zoological col- 
lection, after forwarding a minute descrip 
tion of the bird and asking for its tribe:

Preparation of Sherbet. 


The beverage in Persia is sherbet, 
which is plentifully supplied, and of 
which there are many varieties—from the 
bow] of water with a squeeze of lemon to 
the clear concentrated juice of any sort of 
fruit to which water is added to dilute it. 
Preparing sherbet, which is done with the 
greatest care, is avery important point 
in 60 thirsty a country as Persia, and one 
upon which much time is devoted. It 
may be either expressed from the juice of 
fruit freshly gathered or from the pre- 
served extract of pomegranates, cherries 
or lemons, mixed with sugar, and sub- 
mitted toacertain degree of heat to pre- 
serve it for winter consumption. 

Another sherbet is much drank, which 
I must not omit to mention, called guzan- 
gebben, made from the honey of the 
tamarisk tree. This honey is not the 
work of the bee, but the produce of a 
small insect or worm living in vast num- 
bers under the leaves of the shrub. Dur- 
ing the months of August and September 
the insect is collected and the honey is 
preserved. When used for sherbet it is 
mixed with vinegar, and although not £0 
delicious as that made from fruit, it makes 
an excellent temperance beverage. Only 
among the rich and fashionable are 
glasses used: in all other classes sherbet

There was a lively breeze in the agricultural 
committee this morning when Deputy Munis- 
ter Lowe's examination was continued. He 
remarked that American consular agents in 
Canada were quiet immigration agents for 
their own country. Several members regrett- 
ed that the Grand Trunk should in seeking 
Uafhe over its line, indirectly promote eni- 
gmuon from Canada to the States. The dis- 
cussion Was temporarily switched offto the 
subject of assisted passages which elicited an 
important statement from Carling, that after 
tis year only assisted passages would be grant- 
ed to female domestics and agricultural labor- 
ers who will settle in the Northwest. Watson 
declared that ifthe Grand Trunk could only 
set access to Winnipeg it would do more 
towards bringing in settlers than any other 
agency. Several opposed thus, and asthe 
nuniber of members had dwindled away Wat- 
son counted noses, and believing he could 
carry a motion offered one to the effect that in 
the opinion of the committee it would mater- 
tally assist the settlement of the Northwest to 
allow the Grand Trunk free aceess to Mani 
toba and thereby encouraging a Canadian road 
to become an immigration agent to the North- 
west, instead of being an agent for the States 

sitisnow. This fell) like a bom)shell on 
the few Conservatives present. Sproule, 
Hewson and McNeill condemned Watson for 
springing an important resolution of this char- 
acter without giving notice, and the party 
whips drummed up the absent members. The 
epairman ruled the motion out of order on 
account of the last clause. Burnett accord- 
ingly moved a similar resolution to Watson’s 
with the objectionable clause omitted.

Present 
Crop reports were most encouragiag, and a 
bountiful harvest was anticipated. He trusted 
the depression was over and that successive 
seasons of prosperity would attend the North- 
west. 

Orrawa, Ont., June 16.—Another day was 
fost to-day in discussing Onderdonk matter, 
the Opposition claiming to have discovered a 
mare’s nest. On the motion to go into sup- 
ply, Mulock charged that an attempt had been 
made to withold important papers from the 
public acconnts committee bearing on this case. 
His accusation was that the government agreed 
to purchase cars and engines, arbitrators fixed 
their value at $72,000. This wasn’t accepted 
and a second arbitration, ordered, which in- 
creased the award to $195,000. 

Sir Charles Tupper explained that the ag- 
feement was that when the Onderdonk work 
savas finished the government was to purchase 
the rolling stock. Then it was believed the 
government would have to operate the road 
for years after its completion. The under- 
standing was that the rolling stock was to be 
valued as it stood in British Celumbia. The 
first estimate was too low and the second seem 
ed to be rather high, but he had every con- 
fidence in the integrity of engineer Schrieber 
and the arbitrators. 

Davis charged that the property was highly 
ever valued at the instance ef Pope and Sch- 
rieber. 

Pope defended the transaction and claimed 
that Davis’ figures were misleading. The con- 
tractors protested against the first valuation 
and he had determined te give them fair play. 
The-award was signed by~ three honorable 
men. Neither they nor Schrieber had made a 
cent out of the transaction. 

Macarthy said the arbitrators thought in- 
trinsic value and not actual cost should be 
paid. They were called together again and 
the preper basis of valuation explained and up- 
on this they acted.

Pioneer Exploration in British Col- 
umbia.

OTTAWA, June 10.—A unique petition is 
about to be presented to the Governor-General 
in Council, this being for a grant of money in 
recognition of the services rendered by the pion 
eerexplorer and British tiader to establish 
ports in Britsh Columbia. The _ petitioner is 
Miss Harnet Fraser, of St. Andrew's in Stor- 
mont county. She is the only surviving | 
daughter of Simon Fraser, who died in St. | 
Andrew's 25 years ago, and for whose expliots | 
reward is now sought. This gentleman had | 
been employed by the Northwest Fur Trading | 
Co., and in 1802 became a partnerin it. In 
1805, Mr. Fraser took part in the conference | 
of the leading members of the company who | 
met at Fort William to consider the project of | 
extending Uicit operauons beyond the Kocky 

mountains, and of occupying the country west- 
ward to the ocean iu advance of the American | 
traders who had then penetrated as far north | 
as the Columbia river, and were eagerly push- | 
ing their way further up the coast. The mem-! 
bers of the company having decided to extend | 
their outpests acrossthe Rocky mountains, | 
and to establish trading ¢ mnections with the | 
tribes of Indans west ct the mountain ranges, | 
his partners deputed Mr. Iraser to undertake | 
the task of exploring that region. Mr. Fras-: 
er’s diary shows he left Fort William on his | 


passing through the Lake of the Woods, Lake 
Winnipeg, up the Saskatchewan,past Cumber- | 
land house, then up English mver as far as! 
Isle la Croix. Up Buffalo lake, then over; 
Portage la Cache imtothe Arthabaska river 


and lake to Fort Arthabaska ; up the Peace’ 
river to the foot of the mountains to a place’ 
which he named the Rocky Mountain Portage, |

In the year 1806, having returned to the 
Portage for additional men, Me. Fraser pene- 
trated westward to the Fraser river, which re- 
Ceives its name from him as its discoverer. 
He explored the Stewart river calling it after 
Joha Stewart, a clerk who was with him, and 
at a distance of 120 miles from its muuth he 
established a trading post, leaving Stewart and 
two men in charge, calling the place ‘‘ New 
Caledonia".  Cuntinuing his. exploration 
westward he established another post at Fra- 
ser’s lake The despatches he sent to Fort 
Arthabaska gave increased interest to his un- 
dertaking, and he was pressed to push on to 
the ocean and trace out the Fraser river, 
which at first he supposed was a branch of the 
Columbia. In the fall of 1807 two canoes 
with goods, in «-harge of Messrs. Quesnel and 
Ferres, were sent to his assistance (the former 
was afterwards member for Montreal). They 
brought letters urging Mr. Fraser to continue 
his explorations and to occupy the country in 
advan-e of the Americans, as Lewis and Clark 
had in the previous year gone down the Col- 
umbaa river, and were extending the authority 
of the Republic through that region. And 
John Jacob Astor was also enlarging his oper- 
ations northward. 

In the summer of 1807 Mr. Fraser built a- 
nother trading house on the Fraser river in 
about latitude 54. In May 1808 he started 
from Stewart lake with foar canoes and sixteen 
men traversing the Fras:r river to the ocean. 

The Indians of the Interior had never befare 
seen the ** pale faces”, and it required great 
prudence and shill to ayuid a conflict and 
eventually to win their friendship. 

The Northwest Fur Company having thus 
added what is now called British Columbia to 
their sovereignty it remained under their con- 
trol till the fusion of that. company with the 


seven years after it became a Crewn Colony. 

Afer the r-tirement of Mr. Fraser from the 
ox ta he was.offered the honor of knight- 
hood in recognition of bis services. His cir- 
cumstances, did not, however, warrant the 
acceptance ofa title, and he died extremely 
poor leaving his family unprovided for. The 
petitioner and two brothers are now the sole 
survivors, 

The petition concludes: ‘ Remembering 
the advantages gained by the neighboring Re- 
public in all our diplomatic controversies 
touching the boundary: line between the two 
countries from the State of Maine line in the 
east to the San Juan boundary in the west, 
can it be claimed that had British traders not 
occupied the country west of the Rocky moun- 
tains in advance of the Americans, we should 
to-day have the Pacific Ocean for our western 
boundary, and should possess within our con- 
federation the fine province of British Colum- 
bia? Canada has never been ungrateful to 
thase sons who have secured advanta for 
their country, and your petitioner lore 
hopes that some recognition of her father’s 
Services may even nowbe shown by making 
provision for the support of his only surviving 


daughter.”

THE STAR OF BETHLEHEM. 


A Report of Its Re-appearance—its 
Significance. 


Boston, Mass., June 2.—The reported dis- 
covery of the ‘star of Bethlehem” by Prof. 
Klein, of Hartford. Ct., interests astronomers 
throughout the world, as this is its re-appear- 
ance in the heavens after an absence of 315 
years. The ‘star of Bethlehem” appears in 
the constellation of Cassiopea, which lies in 
milky way, nearly overhead, a Iittle to the. 
north of the zenith. There are five bright stars 
in this constellation, forming, with one or two 
fainter ones, the figure of an inverted chair.

Undoubtedly it | 
would be of great value, and scientists would 
Should it appear it would be made a special 
study at the Havard University observatory. 
Astronomers have but little authentic informa- 
tion about th so-called star of eee: | 
the only reliable data are those secured by 
Tycho Brahe, the celebrated Danish astrono- 
mer, in 1§72, who discovered a very bright 
star in Cassiopea, which was so brilliant that
